7 issu e 
of Newsweek magazine. The ar­ 
ticle say s Hamilton, 5 0, is to su c­ 
ceed Du lles as head of the con­ 
trov ersial

agency 
in 
October, following sev eral months 
of work ing with Du lles. 
The 
magazine 
said 
Hamilton 
will mov e into a CIA office in 
the near fu tu re and that he was 
chosen after a meeting with P res­ 
ident Kennedy sev eral week s ago 
and a secret meeting with Du lles. 
A Democrat, Hamilton has been 
In and ou t of gov ernment serv ice 
for the past 20 y ears. He joined 
the Ju stice Departm ent 
in 
1938 
as a special assistant to tile at­ 
torney general and 
directed the 
departm ent s war frau d u nit in 
1942. 
From 1943 to 1946, he was chief 
of the Board of Economic War­ 
fa re ’s enemy branch, was a m em ­ 
ber of the joint intelligence staff 
and a m em ber of the strategic

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—A Re­ 
pu blican strategy hu ddle cau sed 
more than an hou r’s delay in the 
start of the legislatu re’s windu p 
session today . 


Hou se and Senate leaders con­ 
ferred with state GOP chairman 
Ray C. Bliss ov er the problem of 
dealing with u nprecedented v etoes 
by Democratic Gov . Michael V. 
DiSalle. 


Majority Repu blicans need the 
help of a handfu l of Democrats to 
ov erride the v etoes. 
Hou se Speak er Roger Clou d, R- 
Logan, said after the hou r-long 
meeting that party m e m b e r s 
wou ld decide in cau cu ses whether 
to try to ov erride and tak e final 
adjou rnm ent 
or 
deal 
with 
the 
v etoes at a recess session later. 
Minority Democratic l e a d e r s 
said 
their 
m em bers 
wou ld 
not 
break rank s to help the Repu b­ 
licans. 


Technically , 
15 
v etoes 
of Di- 
Salle's 24 for the session are pend­ 
ing, bu t two are sev eral months 
old and are considered dead for 
practical pu rposes. 


The scions hav e ov erridden six 
v etoes, bu t three others were su s­ 
tained. 


The Repu blican * controlled leg­ 
islatu re was k ept from ru nning 
rou ghshod 
ov er the Democratic 
gov ernor’s v etoes du e to a lack of 
the necessary three-fifths v ote in 
both hou ses to ov erride. 


At least two Hou se Democrats 
and three in the Senate hav e to 
v ote with the entire COP delega­ 
tion to k nock ou t a v eto. 
And since Atty . Gen. Mark Mc- 
Elroy ru led that it wou ld tak e 
more than 1,000 roll calls in each 
hou se to ov erride the item-bjr-item 
bu dget v etoes, this time-consu ming 
process m ay try the patience of 
ev en 
the 
most 
dedicated 
law­ 
mak er. 


The Repu blicans may try a few 
test v otes 
on the 
bu dget 
item 
v etoes, ju st to see where they 
stand. Bu t if they don’t stand a 
chance, they lik ely will pu t off the 
attem pt to ov erride u ntil late su m ­ 
mer or early fall, and in the m ean­ 
time try to nmiiter the needed 
v otes.

Commu nist party ’s promise of a 
golden age ahead for the people 
of the Sov iet Union ev ok ed mix ed 
feelings of sk epticism and hope 
in Western Eu rope today .

ideals ou tlined in the Commu nist 
blu eprint 
for 
a 
coming 
Utopia 
for 
the 
Sov iet’s 
millions; 
hope 
arou sed by the rejection of war 
and the declaration that to realize 
this easy life there mu st be peace 
on earth. 
Belief was ex pressed in Britain 
that P rem ier Khru shchev wou ld 
not be prepared to gamble away 
his goals of a Commu nist para­ 
dise 
by 
risk ing 
war 
with 
the 
West. 
Belgian Socialists saw the pro­ 
gram as partly a political maneu 
v er. 
A 
Swedish 
conserv ativ e 
newspaper, 
Sv ensk a 
Dagbladet, 
said the promised achiev ements 
are “ so long-dated that it mu st 
be safe for Khru shchev to feel 
that it can hardly be he who will 
hav e to answer if they are not 
redeem ed.” 
The 20-y ear plan made pu blic 
ov er the week end declared that 
by 1970 the Sov iet Union wou ld 
ou tdistance the United States in 
per capita produ ction and by 198 0 
wou ld giv e the Sov iet people the 
highest standard of liv ing in the 
world — “ ev ery one will liv e in 
easy circu m stances.” 
The Sov iet people were prom ­ 
ised

hou sing 
and

transportation 
in 
the 
197 0s. 
a 
gradu al shortening of the work 
week to six hou rs a day , and 
before completion of the program 
free edu cation, free medical care, 
free gas and heating and free 
water. 
The 45 .000-word manifesto—the 
first 
grand 
Sov iet 
plan 
since 
Lenin’s in 1919—pledged a policy 
of coex istence with the West in 
an apparent slap at the Chinese 
Commu nists. 
Conspicu ou sly missing from thp 
docu ment 
was 
any 
mention 
of 
Stalin, who nev er issu ed su ch a 
wide-ranging proclamation du ring 
his log reign. 
Bearing the imprint of Khru sh 
chev himself, the draft plan will 
be presented to the 0’>f>d m rtv 
congress 
in October. Its ratifica­ 
tion is a certainty .

LONDON (AP) — Prim e Minis­ 
ter Harold Macmillan annou nced 
today Britain will apply for mem 
hership in the Eu ropean Common 
Mark et. 
He told the Hou se of Commons 
that Britain’s actu al entry into 
the six -nation economic g r o u p 
will depend, howev er, on what ar­ 
rangem ents can bp made to pro­ 
tect the interests of its partners 
in the British Commonwealth. 
“To enter these negotiations, it 
is necessary to mak e formal ap­ 
plication to join—althou gh the u l­ 
tim ate decision mu st depend on 
resu lts of the negotiations,” he 
ex plained. 
“ These 
negotiations 
mu st 
in­ 
ev itably 
be 
of

detailed 
and 
technical 
character. 
They 
may 
therefore be protracted and there 
can of cou rse be no gu arantee of 
su ccss.” 
Macmillan added that when the 
negotiations hav e been conclu ded 
“ it will be the du ty of the gov ern­ 
ment to recommend to the Hou se 
what cou rse we shall pu rsu e.” 
“ No agreement will be entered 
Into u ntil it has been approv ed 
by the Hou se after fu ll consu lta­ 
tion 
with 
other 
Commonwealth 
cou ntries.” he said. 
The Common Mark et, fou nded 
by the Treaty of Rome in 195 7 
has as its goal the erection of i 
common tariff wall against ou t­

The six nations of France, Italy , 
West Germany , Belgiu m, N ether­ 
lands and Lu x embou rg also aim 
at a loose degree of political in­ 
tegration.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—A Re­ 
publican strategy huddle caused 
more than an hour’s delay in the 
start of the legislature’s windup 
session today.

The solons have overridden six 
vetoes, but three others were sus­ 
tained. 
The Republican • controlled leg­ 
islature was kept from running 
roughshod over the Democratic 
governor’s vetoes due to a lack of 
the necessary three-fifths vote in 
both houses to override. 
At least two House Democrats 
and three in the Senate have to 
vote with the entire COP delega­ 
tion to knock out a veto.

Group Debates Call 
Of U.N. Asembly To

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—The 46 Asian-African members 
of the United Nations appeared 
divided 
today over whether to 
press for a special session of the 
U.N. General Assembly to take 
up the French-Tunisian impasse 
over the Bizerte naval base. 
A num ber of countries from 
Asia and Africa were reported 
reluctant to support Liberia’s call 
for a special August session.

blueprint for a

Belief was expressed in Britain 
that Prem ier Khrushchev would 
not be prepared to gamble away

Cultural Exchange 


Ii may seem uiwongx u o u s Tar Congies>a 
to be considering a stepped-up cultural ex­ 
change program with the Soviet Union and 
other countries at a time when Washing­ 
ton is preparing for a possible showdown 
between East and West, but both branches 
are considering a proposal by Sen. J. W. 
Fulbright — a Kennedy legislative lieuten­ 
ant — to increase government sponsorship 
of American art overseas. 
Proponents of the educational and cul­ 
tural exchange measure argue that this 
is an excellent point in the cold war to 
launch an artistic invasion of the contin­ 
ent, in an attempt to woo friends and 
soothe enemies through music and the 
visual arts. 
Cultural exchanges are not new, but what 
this bill provides is a continuing program 
planned over the years instead of the pre­ 
sent occasional sorties of artists into the 
hinterlands to prove the United States 
does too enjoy an appreciation of the bet­ 
ter things in life. 
Opponents use this same argument to 
condemn the legislation. Trying to prove 
yourself, they say, is the worst possible 
way to entertain foreign viewers and lis­ 
teners. 
Instead 
of making cultural ex­ 
changes a wing of State Department for- 
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to places where they may be expected to 
the most “good” for American prestige, 
they ask, would the program not be bet­ 
ter received by viewers and participants 
alike if the image of government m a­ 
neuver were removed? 
Consider the different attitudes of an au­ 
dience which goes to a concert by a band 
promoting government bond sales and one 
which goes to a concert to — well, just to 
hear music. The musical selections may 
be similar and there may not even be inter­ 
rupting commercials at the bond drive, but 
the knowledge that an artistic ensemble 
exists for some purpose other than its own 
expression dampens the reception. 
Then, too, there is the very real difficul­ 
ty in trying to drum up enthusiasm for a 
stiff cold war front over Berlin and other 
trouble spots approaching a crisis, when 
Washington sends entertainment represen- 
atives to some of the very countries which 
create the cold war threats. 
American foreign policy is sufficiently 
lacking in clarity, without further diffus­ 
ing the impenetrable free world defense 
Washington must erect and which Khrush­ 
chev susoects it cannot.

what the noise was all about. He 
replied:

This is a characteristic remark 
by those who cannot explain away 
current absurdities. The twentieth 
century is not all noise, perhaps 
not really as much noise as the 
end of the 18th century and the be­

through Europe. No century has 
a monopoly on stupidity, just as 
no c e n t u r y has a monopoly on 
wisdom, although some have been 
better than others. Surely no cen­ 
tury enjoyed any particular right 
to noise. 
There is, of course, another, a 
constructive side to the twentieth 
century which in the first six dec­ 
ades of its being has produced 
greater advances In certain fields 
of knowledge, in physics, chemis- 
archeology, 
in 
the 
exploration 
through the Antarctic and through 
space in an e f f o r t to reach the 
moon, in medicine and psychology. 
The twentieth century is rn* all 
noise or only noise. The Earth ha* 
been orbited by the brilliance of 
man; the atom has been smashed 
and reconstructed. Distance has 
been annihilated and time is los­ 
ing all meaning. 
True, we are a disturbed genera­ 
tion, but disturbance is not neces­ 
sarily noise or even excitement. 
It may be sadness, regret, hurt. It 
may mean loss of faith. It may be 
fear of d e a t h . There are move­ 
ments in Beethoven’s symphonies 
which fit the mood of the twentieth 
c e n t u r y more closely than Mr. 
Schuman's noise. The responses 
of man to identical stimuli are the 
same, no m atter what the century. 
The distinguished musician who 
said: “ It is the twentieth century,” 
does not at all grasp the heart ache 
of this p e r i o d , the breakdown 
of long - existent institutions, the 
uncertainty of the future. It is not 
necessary to have a chorus of 
drums to note the downfall of the

Roman E m p i r e . It took a long 
time to fall, a I rn o s t as long as it 
took to rise. Julius Caesar was as­ 
sassinated in 44 B. C., Oetavianus 
became Emperor in 27 B. C. At 
this moment Rome was at its 
apex and Constantine became Em ­ 
peror in 312 A. D. But the Roman 
Empire was split and tile downfall 
to the so-called barbarians was 
imminent. By the sixth century, 
Rome was no longer great. It sub­ 
mitted to what we call the Middle 
Ages, that is. the rule of Western 
Europe by the Roman Catholic 
Church as the successor to the Ro­ 
man Empire. 
And this tells the amazing story 
of little, bearded, poor men who 
came to Rome out of Palestine 
and Syria to preach an ideal, the 
c o n c e p t of the God of Isreal, 
one God for all mankind, who re­ 
vealed to man the Natural Law 
through Moses and the Prophets 
and later t h r o u g h Jesus and 
the Apostles and Man rose from 
an idolatrous, sensuous, m aterial­ 
istic life to find both joy and fear 
in God and to live by mercy and 
love. And that is our civilization 
which is now at the point of surviv­ 
al or death.

Here, one 
s w i s h of the surgeon's scalpel 
may 
remove the enlarged gland 
and strengthen myasthenia mus­ 
cles. Perhaps a thymus hormone 
( C h e m i c a l ) 
keeps Policeman

The whispered word today is 
“ alcoholic, and the story is much 
the same as with “ consumption. 
Fortunately, for both the alcoholic 
in particular and society in gen­ 
eral, alcoholism now is being dis­ 
cussed in loud clear tones. 
Alcoholism may not be as com­ 
mon a topic as the weather, but 
its getting there. And there is 
something that can be done about 
alcoholism. The answer is as sim ­ 
ple as AA. 
AA, or Alcoholics Anonymous, 
is more commonly known than 
understood. Perhaps the best cap­ 
sule description of its purpose is 
the one read before the start of 
many AA meetings. IT SAYS: 
“ Alcoholics Anonymous is a fel­ 
lowship of men and women who 
share their experience, strength 
and hope with each other that 
they may 
solve their common 
problem and help others to re­ 
cover from alcoholism. 
“The only requirement for mem­ 
bership is a desire to stop drink­ 
ing. There are no dues or fees 
for AA membership; we are self­ 
supporting through our own con­ 
tributions. AA Is not allied with 
any sect, denomination, politics, 
organization or institution; does 
troversy, neither endorses nor op- 
not wish to engage in any con 
poses any causes. Our prim ary 
purpose is to stay sober and help 
other alcoholics to achieve sobri 
ety. 
Contrary to popular belief, the 
typical skid row hum does not 
constitute a great percentage in 
the ranks of AA.

It would be difficult to name a 
profession, occupation or segment 
of society that is not represented 
in AA. The average age of the AA 
member 
has dropped consider­ 
ably as growth of the fellowship 
has made it more readily access­ 
able. It is not unusual for a prob­ 
lem drinker in his 20’s to turn to 
AA and thus avoid many adalid 
years of tragedy. 
Most authorities agree to a gen­ 
eral description of the alcoholic as 
one who is controlled by alcoholic 
beverages, rather than being able 
to control his drinking. It is also 
generally agreed that the amount 
of alcoholic beverage consumption 
by any given person is not neces­ 
sarily a determining factor in as­ 
sessing alcoholic or non alcoholic 
tendencies. 
Neither the medical man nor 
the researcher has come up with 
any concerted formula for deter­ 
mining 
the 
point 
of transition 
from social drinking to alcohol­ 
ism. 
Many people who admit to a 
“ drinking” problem recoil at the 
term “ alcoholic”. It is not un­ 
usual to find an AA member who 
will recall that he didn’t object 
to being called a drunk, but con­ 
sidered 
‘ alcoholic 
a 
fighting 
word. 
Often a new member will ask: 
“ Why am i an alcoholic, and just 
when did I ’cross the line from 
social to alcoholic drinking. 
Most often, the AA member 
answering the “ why - wrhen” ques­ 
tion will explain that AA is no 
more equipped with the specific 
answers than are the men of 
medicine 
and 
research. 
These 
questions, from 
the 
AA stand­ 
point, are superceded by the ques­ 
tion: “ What are you willing to do 
to gain and maintain sobriety?” 
The reasoning is predominantly 
this: 
An answer to the “ why - when” 
question may prove a great help 
in setting up preventative meas­ 
ures. It may even provide a means 
for 
recovery 
from 
alcoholism. 
But because such answers have 
thus far eluded experts in the 
field of alcoholism, the most im ­ 
portant factor is dealing with the 
accomplished fact — alcoholism— 
rather than “ Who left the bam 
door 
open 
and 
when 
did 
the 
horse get out?” 
A new member it cautioned, 
however, to take a complete, hon­ 
est inventory of himself; to deter­ 
mine, if he can, the incidents 
which have culminated in drink 
ing sprees, and to avoid these and 
all occasions which might lead to 
drink. 
Alcoholics Anonymous in oper­ 
ation is about as near to a pure 
democracy as one can get. There 
is no governing body 
as such. 


Rules 
and 
regulations 
are 
re­ 
placed by 12 suggested steps to 
be taken, 
and working on the 
“ program” is as varied as p e r ­ 
sonalities of the members. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
lack 
of 
formal 
organization, 
AA 
has 
grown from a humble beginning 
by its two co-founders in 1933 to a 
worldwide membership of nearly 
300,000 men and women in more 
than 8,000 groups. 
Documented figures have shown 
a clear picture of complete re­ 
covery from 
alcoholism for an 
estimated 75 per cent of the mem­ 
bership. 
Of the remaining 25 per cent, 
a great number have found vary­ 
ing periods of sobriety that they 
had previously been unable to ac­ 
complish.

NEW YORK (AP)—The United 
States’ economy was confronted 
during the week with many vital 
questions 
raised 
by 
President 
Kennedy’s program 
for beefing 
up the country’s military strength 
to meet the Berlin crisis. 
If the siutation doesn’t degener­ 
ate into a shootmg war, business 
stands 
to 
reap 
vast 
benefits 
through greater production of a 
wide range of goods. 
The additional $3 2 billion sought 
by the President for the armed 
forces in the current fiscal year 
will span a great range of the 
economy. 
Obvious beneficiaries would be 
industries such as steel, copper, 
rubber, chemicals, railroads, air­ 
craft and electronics. 
While the President didn’t ask 
for tax increases at this time, 
he said he would next January 
if necessary. This left business­ 
men wondering if additional pro­ 
fits might not be wiped out by 
higher taxes and other controls. 
What the expanded defense ef­ 
fort will mean in the way of man­ 
power is another question. 
Business and industry stand to 
lose may skilled workers, tech­ 
nicians and executives when Na 
tional Guard and reserve units 
are called to active duty. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
refilling 
these workers’ ranks and the ad­ 
ditional 
demands 
of 
increased 
production and higher draft quo­ 
tas should put a sizable dent into 
the total of unemployed. 
The first immediate effect of 
the President’s statement was to

Financial experts felt the extra 
defense spending would stimulate 
the current steady rise in bus­ 
iness conditions to an out-and-out 
boom. 
Stock volume during the week

since 19,721,550 shares were trad­ 
ed in the week ended June IO. 
Indcations of business mprove- 
ment were apparens in

week. While only a few exceeded 
a year ago and the 1961 first- 
half figures were 
unimpressive 
against 
the 
1960 period, 
there 
was ample evidence of a gain 
over this year’s first quarter. 
“The improvement in general 
business activity which began in 
the first quarter gained momen­ 
tum in the second quarter,” said 
Chairman Frederic G. Donner of 
General Motors Corp. “The auto­ 
mobile industry responded strong­ 


ly to this improvement.” 
Roger M. Blough, chairman of 
U.S. Steel Corp., said he expect­ 
ed the steel industry to show im ­ 
provement during the balance uf 
the year. He predicted produc­ 
tion in the second half would run 
around 53 to 55 million tons, com­ 
pared with 44.8 million in the 
first half. 
New passenger car sales in the 
middle IO days of June were the 
highest for any midmonth sales 
period this year and for the mid- 
June period since 1955. Dealers 
sold 177.400 American-made cars, 
about 13 per cent more than a 
year ago. 
Production this week fell to an 
estimated 79,000 cars from 102,- 
875 last week as more plants 
closed for model changeover. 
Uncertainties arising from the 
automobile industry’s labor nego­ 
tiations 
continued to cloud the 
steel industry’s immediate out­ 


look. Steel sources said autom ak­ 
ers were holding down their Au­ 
gust orders 
Steel output during the week 
totaled 1,858.000 tons, about 65 per 
cent of estimated capacity, and 
almost the same as the previous 
Vdck s 1,860,000 tons.

costs of a typical city-dwelling 
family—advanced

N evertheless the Russian Com ­ 
munist 
party over the w eekend 
released its p rog ram for the next 
20 years 
It holds out rich p ro m ­ 
ise of a better and easier life. 
Some W esterners, used to sn eer­ 
ing at anything Soviet, are apt 
to call it pie in the sky stuff. 
T h e re ’s no reason to. 


Since the revolution in 1917 the 
C om m unist party in Russia has 
worked m iracles. 
True, the m iracles had bloody 
foundations: 
purges, liquidations, 
a whole generation of people kep’ 
at the grindstone and to a living 
stan dard far below this c ou ntry ’s 
But the prog ress m ade is in 
disputable. Even g re ater progress 
can be expected. 
lf some of the program p ro m ­ 
ises are made good they can be 
expected to affect other a reas of 
the world in one way or another. 
F o r instance: the prom ise of free 
medicine, free housing. 
The United S tates and Russia 
are rn a contest for the m inds of 
men through foreign aid to b a ck ­ 
ward 
countries.

C om m unism m eans a classless 
society w here people get paid not 
in accordance with their work or 
m erit but their needs.

peasants and workers.

One o p e raition of sta te g overn­ 
m en t th at costs the tax p ay e rs less 
y e a r afte r y e a r is the financial a s­ 
sistan ce provided by tile sta te in 
the continuing b attle ag ain st tu ­ 
berculosis. 
Pickaw ay County received $22.- 
50 last year, covering nine pat­ 
ient days in Tit hospitals. 
All but 12 of the 88 counties sh a r­ 
ed in la st y e a r’s TB subsidy m on­ 
ey. S tate A uditor Ja m e s A. Khcxi 
es rep o rted p ay m en ts ran g ed from 
$7.50 in C lerm ont County to $443,- 
140 in C uyahoga County. 
In his annual report to the gov­ 
ernor, the leg islatu re, and the d e­ 
p a rtm e n t of health on TB subsidy 
exp en d itu res during the last fiscal 
y ear, Rhodes listed total paym ents 
of $1,577,213.75. This w as a drop of 
$152,292.50 from the previous y ear.

THIS m oney w as in paym ent of 
649,947 patient days in TB hospit­ 
als o r san ato riu m s from Ju ly J, 
1960 to Ju n e 30. T h i s w as 65,778 
few er patient days than w as re ­ 
ported one y e a r ago.
